A Singular and m ost reprehensible exam ple of 
blundering incompetenoy and m ism anagem ent was 
displayed on the Une of the New York and New 
Haven Railroad on Thursday Ifist, and, tbongh not 
attended with any very serious results, about one 
thousand persons, comprising men, women and 
children of all ages and oondlUons, were subjected 
to g reat suffering, privation and inoonveulence. 
In order, however, not to Inflaence the public 
Jndgm ent In the m atter It will be p erhaps best not 
to oharaetcrlae the “fluke” and the outrage on 
public rights which it led to In too severe term s, 
but simply to let one of tbe parties affected teU bis 
own story. 
At this parttcalar season, when all the railroads 
are so much inoonvenienoed by tbe phenomenal 
snowfall of the past few days, K is or course a 
m atter of extrem e dlffleatty to keep tb s Unes In 
rnnning order, and tbe pabltc la n ot so exacting as 
to expect tbe trains to make sctaednle time.

Toward midnight things began to look desperate. 
The passengers In the trains behind us began to 
come to our train looking for wood, as theirs bad 
given out, and their cars were becoming bitterly 
cold. 
It so happened that we were b etter provided 
with wood than they, and we managed to keep 
half w arm .” 
“Could you supply them with anything at all ?” 
asked the reim rtcr.

“Oh. no. 
We gave them a little wood, I think, 
but we had nothing else and not much oi th at to 
give. The w ater In the filters was exhanstcd, and 
no sne had anything U> eat, and people began to 
suffer intensely with 
miRST, COLD, HUNGER 
and loss of sleep. It was pitiful, indeed, to hear 
the httic children crying In every car, and their 
m others, them selves suffering, trying to soothe 
them. The snow, of course, continued to tail, and, 
I tell yon, things looked very bud.

The women and children on 
many of the cars had to eat snow to quench their 
thirst, and this only increased their desire tor 
w ater, besides causing them internal pains, as they 
w ere all without food.”

"W alt a ralnnte,’’ replied the n arrato r; “ I was 
Jnst coming to that. I began to get desperate and 
thought I roust have some warm th and sleep If 1 
couldn’t get food; so I started so t in the darkness 
to flounder through tbe snow, looking lor u house 
w here 1 might get a lied till morning. 1 will only 
say th at I was about an hour or two away and 
came back. 
I hadn’t gone very far. I bad lound 
no house, and got back to the train

The great storm has now folly subsided, and tne 
am onntsc^lte sad consequeuoee along the Eastern 
coast are beginning to come In. 
Feartnl apprehen­ 
sions of the loss of various steam ers and vessels 
overdue have in many cases been dispelled to-day 
by the roeeption of telegram s annonncing their 
safety. AjjMog those thus ncard Irum Is the Cunard 
steam er M e ria , which left Liverpool on tbe lotb 
for Boston, and which was heard from this after­ 
noon a t Halllax. where she put in early in the 
m orning lor coal, Intending to resnmo her trip 
this evefiing. 
The Cuba, of*lhe same line, but 
bound for New York, is also rcportod as having put 
into the same port at the sam e time, for a similar 
purpose. There are two other steam ers on their 
way from Liverpool for this port, the bir Francis 
and the Texas, the former having sailed on the 
loth and the latter on the 12th. The baxon, of the 
Philadelphia lino, is also overdue. 
The survivors 
of 
THE BARK KADOSIl, 
hound from Manila for Boston, which was wrecked 
on Point Alder ton, have all arrived in this city. 
Their sufferings wore long and painfully severe^ 
and It is a wonder that any of those on board were 
left to tell the tale. Mr. 8. K. Oorsuch, the first 
m ate, who was among the saved, in an interview 
with a H erald reporter stated th at the Ill-fated 
vessel was beating about In the bay Inside of Race 
Point three days before she struck. 
Being unable 
to find a pilot, and when the clouds threatened a 
storm they were too far In to put to sea again, as 
the easterly wind was blowing them further 
tow ards the shore every moment. Alter the 
w eather became very thick, and concluding th at 
the land could not ho far distant, the vessel was 
anchored at noon on Thursday. The storm in the 
m eantim e grew m ore furions, the sea running 
high, and everything betokened the coming danger, 
in abont one hour after throw ing the anchors over 
she 
8THÜCE ON POINT ALDBllTON 
and uoon begun to break up. All hands immediately 
looked about for m eans w ith which to nave their 
lives. There were two large boats on board, be­ 
side a whale boat. Ten of the men got into one 
and started for the shore, landing safely. 
Captain 
M atthews selected the wtialcboat. Into which him­ 
self and seven others took refuge; but on Its pas­ 
sage It was unfortnnately capsized, precipitating 
Its occupants Into tbe sea, and all were drowned. 
The nantical Instrum ents were in this boat, and 
nothing was saved except a chronometer, which 
was afterw ards picked up on the shore. It Is some­ 
w hat singular th at the whaleboat, always consid­ 
ered tb o best craft in a high sea, should m eet with 
such au accident, while the more clumsy boat car­ 
ried Its burden safely through.

However, 
daring tbe voyage her screw was damaged to a oer- 
U in degree. It was this dam age which attention 
was called to by the report In qaestlon, and as a 
consequence many of those who had been 
BOOEBD FOB PASSAGE 
on board the vessel were seriously alarm ed. A 
H eb a ld reporter yesterday. In order to ascertain 
whether the ship was really unfit to make tiie 
voyage safejy, paid a visit to tbe office of tbe com­ 
pany, on Broadway, and finding th at the agent, 
Mr. Sparks, bad gone over to Jersey City to see the 
vessel Off, a t once proceeded to the company’s 
wharf. Mr. Sparks áhd Oaptaln Perry, the com- 
m ander of tbe vessel, were on board the ship, and, 
on ascertaining the object of the reporter’s visit, 
willingly consented to answ er any questions put 
to them concerning the condition of the steam er.

can carry more sail than any other steam er afloat 
th at piles regularly between this port and any for­ 
eign country. 
We will m ake as quick, if not a 
quicker passage this v o y a p than we have ever

fiade, w eather perm itting.’’ 
“Then you do not consider 
you do not consider th at the damage done 
to the two blades of the screw wUl in anywise en­ 
danger the safety of the vessel?” 
“I consider that she Is Just os safe as It tho screw 
had all the blades intact. 
Her running time with 
the broken blades shows th a t; and the damage 
anyhow has nothing to do with the m anagem ent of 
tbe ship. She can bo managed as easily with or 
without the screw. 1 naven’t the slightest doubt but 
that with sail alone she conld make the passage in 
fifteen days.” 
“Had there been a dock large enough to accom­ 
modate the vessel,” rem akcd Mr. Sparks a t tbls 
point, “we Rbonld have had her put np at once 
aud a new screw put tn. 
But that we had not 
been able to do so is no fanlt of ours. 
The city Is 
to blame for not having the proper accommoda­ 
tions. 
Bat, as the captoln says, the dam age to 
the screw does not put the vessel in the slightest 
danger, as the malicious report this m orning tries 
to make ont. If It did 1 certainly would not ship 
on her. as I have shipped to-day, |30,ooo in gold, 
on Which there Is no insnrance. I should also 
state that I notified tbe United States authorities 
all abont the dam age to the screw, and as we 
carry the entire United States mail lor England, a 
very vaioable one always, It is pretty certain that 
If there was any danger tbe authorities would not 
have allowed the mails to go by the vessel.” 
THE DRPARTUEB OF THE HTKAMEB. 
At the close of this conversation It was nearly 
four o’clock, and shortly afterw ard the pilot came 
on board and the huge steam er swung out into the 
stream and at once beaded down the Bay, to all 
appearances scoddlng along as rapidly as though 
the screw was intact. Captain Perry, her com­ 
m ander, is said to be one of the most experienced 
seamen in tbe m arine eervlce, he having already 
bad an experience of tw enty-tw o years, and tbe 
vessel has a ftill crew and le ably offlceren. She took 
ont eighteen cabin passengers and about fifty steer­ 
age.

Ite WM Indeed glorious; bat these are confined to 
special loQalitles and peoples. The triumph of the 
Maccabees, on the other band, is for sit naen nnd 
all times and nations. Therefore the Psalmist savs, 
"Praise the Lord, for mercy Is everlasting.” Dr. 
Vidaver again referred to history to find the cause 
of Antlochns’ hatred of and attack upon the Jews. 
What was it, he asked, that made tbe heathen rage 
and tho people imagine vain things 7 As soon as 
Israel made his appearance on the stags of national 
life tbe heathen tried to make Mm drink tho cup 
of their angee; but, thank Heaven, all their machi­ 
nations were In vam and foolish. and they fhUed. 
Patriotism cannot exist where Ood is unknown and 
unhonored, bat there despotism and .snperstltlon 
can prevalí and flourish. What to the reading of 
Jewish laithy It is that 
(iUD IB ONK, NOT TWO OB THUIE; 
that He la a Ood of love and mercy, and truth. 
You can see, then, why the heathen raged against 
Israel because of their principles. For when they 
take root in individuals or nations, then farewell 
to sin and superstition. Tradition says that Mount 
Sliial was so called from Slna—hatred—because 
Israel had hatred of everything tiiat was opposed 
to the law given thereon. As soon as Israel re­ 
ceived the law Amalek arose, but it was against 
God ana bis annolnted; bat Israel was saved be«;ause 
he trusted not In oppression. Victory Is tbe Lord's. 
In the second part of his discourse the Doctor 
asked tho question, “What were the Maccabees 
defendlngV” And, by reference again ts tho his­ 
torical records, he said they were defending truth 
against error. Tradition says that Jacob's wrestle 
with the supernatural being was on account of a 
bottle of oil which the patriarch had ictt.

Preserve the bottle and you shall save the oil 
also; but break the bottle and the oil will be wasted 
and your hearts, said tbe Doctor, will bo dark. On 
those days, said the preacher, the Israelites were 
aping the fashions of the Greeks, just us Israelites 
do to-day, and the excuse then, as now, was that 
they wanted to remove all distinctions between 
themselves and those among whom they lived. 
What was tho result, then 7 Wlen they were asked 
to bow the knee to Baal they readily assented. 
The Doctor related a tale of persecution and dia­ 
bolism connected with the Maroaheifl Btrngglc, 
and presented the facts, as Illustrative of the heroic 
spirit of martyrdom which prevailed among womeu 
and men. They clung to the law. And thus the 
story of the Maccabees teaches all mankind the 
glorious truth that ood Is opposeil to oppression, 
and bids Israel remember the bottle ol oU. That 
small vtal burned not only one day but seven- 
even for ever and ever.

Consequently it app«>ar8 po.»slbie that the Peruvian 
Minister in England will receive Instructiooa to 
seek the aid of the government of Great Britain, 
or CMonel Freyre, representing Fern in the United 
states, may request President Grant to use bis 
good offices towards attaining the desired end, Mr. 
Pardo feeling somewhat confluent that the humane 
intentions of tlie Peruvian government for the 
amelioration of the condition of the coolies may 
meet with due apprculation. No steps have as yet 
been taken in tiic affair of the M.aria Luz. From 
Bolivia we have received no news of any Im-

Vldaver again referred to history to find tlie cause 
of Antlocbus’ hatred of and attaok upon the Jews. 
What was it, he asked, that made tho hoathen rage 
anil the people imagine vain things 7 As soon as 
Israel made bis appearance on the stage of national 
life the heathen tried to make him drink the cun 
of their anger; but, thank Heaven, all their machi­ 
nations were In vam and foolish, and they failed. 
Patriotism cannot exist where God is unknown and 
nnhonored, but there despotism and saperstltlon 
can prevail and fionrlsh. what is the reading of 
Jewish laithv It is that 
(lOD IB ONX, MOT TWO OB TH BBB’, 
that He Is a God of love and mercy, and truth. 
Yon can see, then, why the heathen raged against 
Israel because of their principles. For when they 
take root in individúala or nations, then farewell 
to sill and superstition. Tradition says that Mount 
Sitial was HO called from Slna—hatred—because 
Israel bad hatred of everything that was opposed 
to the law given thereon. As soon as Israel re­ 
ceived the law Amalek arose, but It was against 
God auu hlB annointed; but Israel was saved bec;ause 
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he trusted not in oppression. Victory Is the Lord’s. 
In the second part of his discourse the Doctor 
asked the question, “What were the Maccabees 
defending?” And, by reference again te tho his- 
terloal records, he said they were defending trnth 
against error. ’Tradition says that Jacob's wrestle 
with the Bupernatnrnl being was on account of a 
bottle of oil which the patriarch had lett. The 
Maccabean fight was for a similar object-to pre­ 
serve the oil. The oil Is light, and

Preserve the bottle and you shall save the oil 
also; but break tho bottle and the oil will be wasted 
and your hearts, said the Doctor, will be dark. Ou 
those days, said the preacher, the Israelites were 
the fashions of the Greeks, just as IsrneUtes 
to-day, an*i the excuse then, as now, was that 
they wanted to remove all distinctions between 
themselves and those among whom they lived. 
What was the result, then 7 Wlien they were asked 
to bow tbe kuee to Baal they readily assented. 
The Doctor related a tale of persecution and dia­ 
bolism connected with the Macoabeatt Ijtrtiggl?^ 
and presented the facts, as Illustrative of the heroic 
spirit of martyrdom which prevailed among women 
and men. They clung to the law. And thus the 
story of the Macoabecs teaches nil mankind the 
giorleus truth that God la opposed to oppression, 
aud bids Israel remember the bottle 01 oU.

We are quite willing to aoqait Comptroller 
Green of any felonious designs upon the city 
treasury. 
We are preptured to concede his 
integrity in the matter of doUais and oente, 
and to admit that he is inoapable of forging a 
city warrant or stealing any portion of the oity 
fhnds. 
We have not so poor an opinion of 
the people of New York as to regard him in 
this respect an exception to other reputable 
citizens, am| we cannot applaud the judgment 
or good ^ 9te of those who deem it necessary 
to continually blow their ram’s horns in the 
public places and proclaim over and over 
again the wonderitd honesty of our financial 
head. 
Nor can we, as public journalists, 
allow this loodly-heralded reputation to deter 
us from examining the Comptroller’s public 
acts or from censuring his official conduct 
where censure is deserved: 
Wo see no reason 
why Mr. Green should be exempt from criti­ 
cism in his official capacity any more than any 
other public officer. 
When the policy he pur­ 
sues is detrimental to the public interest it is 
the duty of the independent press to expose 
and denouuoe it, and Mr. Green can no 
longer evade a reckoning with the people by 
the wom-ont cry that he is being assailed only 
becauss of his superlative honesty. 
We have called upon Comptroller Green to 
explain why in the first place he stopped 
the 
payment 
of interest by the banks 
holding the city deposits in the manner inau­ 
gurated by Chamberlain Sweeny, continued 
by Chamberlain Bradley and pressed npon 
his approval by Chamberlain Palmer, and 
why, in the second place, he neglected to en­ 
force ui>on the banks the rule he himself laid 
down for the crediting of the interest to the 
several funds, and lor a monthly report of 
the amonnts so credited, if he believed this 
plan to be legal and practicable. 
The story is 
a simple one and cannot be befogged by side 
issues. 
Before Chamberlain Sweeny took 
office any interest that might be allowed by 
the depositary banks, or any profit that might 
accrue from the custody of the city and 
county funds, went into the pocket of the 
Chamberlain. 
The balances in the treasury 
were kept at a very high figure for the profit of 
that officer, and upon nearly the whole of these 
large balances the taxpayers were paying seven 
per cent interest 
The abuse was loudly 
denounced by the press and the people, and 
Chamberlain Sweeny, upon taking office, an­ 
nounced that the banks holding the city and 
county moneys would be required to pay to 
the city treastuy four per cent interest 
thereon in lieu of simply paying the expenses 
of the Chamberlain’s office. 
The amount 
thus received was paid to the Chamberlain and 
by him placed to the city’s credit as a separate 
fund. 
This reform secured a double advan­ 
tage to the taxpayers. 
As the Chamberlain 
was no longer interested in the deposits, and 
as it was not desirable that the city should pay 
seven per cent interest and receive back four 
per cent, the balances were kept at a low 
fignre. 
Nevertheless, the fund thus handed 
over to the oity by Chamberlain Sweeny and 


I his immediate successor for interest received 


I from the banks amounted to nearly five hun- 
i dred thousand dollars. 
If the old system had 
I been pursued and the treasury balances kept 
' up to the old standard, Chamberlain Sweeny 


I could have pocketed a million dollars during 
I his term of office. 
When Mr. Palmer became Chamberlain he 
proposed to keep up the practice pursued by 
his immediate predecessor. 
The law of 1866, 
chapter 623, did not require the banks of de­ 
posit to pay interest on the oity and county 
moneys, or make any provision for its receipt 
by any city officer; but it did give the Cham­ 
berlain the power to appoint and dismiss at 
his pleasure a deputy chamberlain and olexks, 
and to fix their salaries, and it required the 
banks holding the deposits to pay those 


I salaries and the rent of an office propor­ 
tionately to the balance held by each. 
The 
arrangement 
inaugurated by Chamberlain 
I Sweeny, and which Mr. Palmer desired to 
continue, was that the banks should pay four 
per cent interest on deposits in lieu of these 
salaries and rents. 
It was competent for the 
Chamberlain and the banks to make this com­ 
promise, and when the amounts were paid to 
the Chamberlain every month he made a 
public statement thereof to the Comptroller, 
and paid the 
soms 
over to the credit 
of the city. 
The money thus received 
went 
to 
the 
general 
fund, 
was 
used for contingent 
expenses, 
we 
pre­ 
sume, 
and 
thus 
was 
just 
so 
much 
profit or saving to the taxpayers. 
Comptrol­ 
ler Green, however, in December last, refused 
to receive the money any longer, and addressed 


I a letter to the Broadway Bank, the designated 
I depositary of the city and county moneys, 
, forbidding that bank to pay the Chamberlain 
' any interest whatever, 
directing that the 
I interest accruing on the daily balances should 
be placed at the credit of each account, and 
i that the amounts thus credited should be 
reported each month to the Comptroller. The 
, bank was further notified that no payment of 
! interest would be sanctioned by the Comp­ 
troller, except made on warrant, signed by the 


j Comptroller and Mayor, and, where necessary, 
j by the Chairman of the Board of Supervisors. 


I Comptroller Green, if competent to fill the 
office he holds, must have known at the time 
he made this singular order, first, that if pos- 
; sible to be complied with it would lead to 
confusion and discrepancy between the books 
of the depositaries, who added interest to the 
several separate accounts, and of the Cham- 


ment., I would again request that the same be 
fiimiahed as required without ftirther delay.” 
No Huoh reix>rte were ever frumished, and a 
year has been suffered by Comptroller Green 
to pass away without any interest on the oity 
deposits being paid into the treasury for the 
benefit of the taxpayers. 
The city and county 
balances in the hands of the banks have 
reached ths enormous average daily amount 
of five millions and a half for tlie whole year, 
and thus the taxpayers have been defrauded 
out of some two hundred and twenty thousand 
dollars. 
Comptroller Green has made no direct offi­ 
cial explanation of his singular action. 
Indi­ 
rectly he at first professed ignorance of the 
fact that no interest had been paid by the 
hanks on the oity deposits, and pretended to 
believe that the amounts had been credited to 
the several aooounto as directed by him last 
December. 
We exposed the falsity of this 
pretence by showing that the Comptroller 
must know of every dollar paid into the bank 
to the city and county account, and that he 
receives weekly statements from the Chamber- 
lain of the exact amount placed to the city's 
credit The Comptroller must, therefore, have 
been aware that no interest whatever was 
allowed or credited on deposits, even if the 
failure of the banks for a whole year to make 
the reports called for by him in December 
and February last had not sufficiently ap­ 
prised him of the fact. 
Driven 
from 
this 
excuse 
the 
Comptroller 
endeavors 
to raise side issues, 
first 
by pretending 
that Chamberlain 
Palmer, 
and 
not the 
Comptroller, was responsible for the non-pay­ 
ment of the interest when he had himself 
tied the Chamberlain’s hands and 
pre­ 
vented him from receiving the interest, and 
next by denouncing the appointment of a 
bank President as City Chamberlain, and ac­ 
cusing the Chamberlain of illegal action In 
appointing his own deputy and paying his 
salary, the Comptroller claiming that the ap­ 
pointment of the Deputy Chamberlain should 
be made by himself, and that the Chamber- 
lain “has no right to draw money out of the 
public treasury” to pay the salary of the 
deputy, ’‘except on a warrant signed in the 
usual way. ’ ’ 
We know nothing and care noth­ 
ing abcmt Chamberlain Palmer’s action in the 
matter, but the policy of appointing a banker 
as Chamberlain is by no means new. 
Shep­ 
pard Knapp, while Chamberlain, was Presi­ 
dent of the Mechanics’ Bank. 
Chamberlain 
Edmonds daring his term of office was Presi­ 
dent of the same bank, and Chamberlain Stout 
was President of the Shoe and Leather Bank. 
If Comptroller Green knows anything of the 
city laws he must be aware that the law of 
1866 gives the Chamberlain directly the ap­ 
pointment of his depnty, and that the salary 
o/ that officer is not drawn out of the city 
treasury at all, but is paid by the hanks hold­ 
ing the city deposits. 
Comptroller Green cannot by these shifts 
evade the responsibility of having stopped the 
payment of interest on the city and county 
deposits and thus taken out of the pockets of 
the taxpayers unnecessarily in a year over two 
hundred and twenty thousand dollars. The 
impression prevails that his personal jealousies 
and enmities induced this singular and repre­ 
hensible course; that be was resolved that 
neither Chamberlain Sweeny nor Chamberlain 
Palmer should receive the credit of the crea­ 
tion of an important fund for the benefit of 
the taxpayers, which the one had inaugurated 
and the other was desirous of carrying to still 
greater success. 
At all events the Comptrol­ 
ler is bound to explain to the citizens an act 
which npon its face bears a very questionable 
appearance. The people would like to know 
why au officer who has been involving the 
city in suspicious btigation, and who has dis­ 
played such excessive watchfulness over the 
jmy rolls of laborers and the accounts of scmb 
women, should have shown so much inoom- 
petency and neglect in a matter involving the 
loss of a quarter of million dollars to the pub­ 
lic treasury. 
When the Comptroller explains 
this singular piece of official blundering we 
have some other questions to put to him on 
the subject of his management of the financial 
department of the city government.

We publish in the H e r a l d to-day an inter­ 
esting letter from our special correspondent in 
Peru, frofa which it appears that the sym­ 
pathy so long manifested by the South Ameri­ 
can republios with the cause of the Cuban 
revolutionists promises now to take practical 
shape and to lead to important results. About 
two months ago Chile led off in the movement 
in favor of Cuban independence and freedom 
by public meetings, by newspaper agitation 
and by the formation of a society for the pur­ 
pose of extending material aid to the strug­ 
gling 
patriots. 
The earnestness 
of the 
Chileans in the cause was manifested by the 
questioning of the Minister of Foreign Afl&iirs 
in the House of Representatives as to the sen­ 
timents and intentions of the government in 
regard to the Cuban conflict, and, although 
the Minister diplomatically evaded a direct 
reply, there are sufficient indications to show 
that the sympathy prevalent among the peo­ 
ple is shared in by the government. 
Peru 
has followed the example of Chile, and enters 
vigorously into the championship of the 
cause of Cuban independence. The press of 
the Republic, divided on political questions, 
is united in advocating active interference to 
drive the Spaniards from the island. 
Three 
plans have been proposed—a loan to the 
Cuban Republic, secured by national bonds ; 
a South American league, embracing Mexico, 
for the final liberation of the island, and the 
immediate enlistment of Pern single-handed in 
the struggle. 
Meanwhile it is evident that the 
Peruvians are in earnest on the subject, and 
that it would be hazardous for the administra- 
tion of President Pardo to oppose the popular 
sentiment. 
The developments made by the H e r a ld 
Commissioner in Cuba will serve to intensify 
the desire of the allied Republics to take up 
the cause of the revolutionists, and will prob­ 
ably hasten positive action on the part of 
those governments. When it is discovered that 
after four a years’ single-handed straggle 
against the power of Spain the patriots have 
now in active service an army of twelve thonsand 
men, which would be swelled to fifty thonsand 
if the supply of arms and ammunition enabled 
them to take the field, the people of Chile and 
Peru will be the more eager to extend to these 
brave men the aid which would secure to them 
the independence for which they have fought 
so well. 
The propositions of the Peruvians 
are not quixotic, as our correspondent mis­ 
takenly designates them. 
Spain is weaker as 
a military power to-day than she was when 
Chile won her independence, or when Peru 
scattered the Spanish army at Ay-acucho. All 
the forces that the Spanish government can 
raise and rely upon are needed at home to 
prop the tottering throne and beat back the 
ever-returning wave of revolution. 
Cuba has 
abready stood for four years unsubdued, de­ 
spite the desperate efforts of the Spanish 
troops and the revolting barbarities of blood­ 
thirsty volunteers. 
To-day the Republic has 
an army 
of 
ten 
or 
twelve 
thousand 
men in the field, and a united people 
behind it ready to swell its 
ranks as 
soon as weapons and ammunition can be 
secured. 
Very small outside aid is needed to 
turn the Cuban patriots into the aggressors and 
enable them to drive the Spaniards from their 
island, as they were driven from Chile nearly 
sixty years ago and from Peru within the last 
half century. 
An active movement of the 
South American Republics in favor of Cuban 
independence would render the final result of 
the struggle certain, and that result would be 
in favor of freedom, humanity and civilization. 
The great Republic of the United States 
stands rebuked before the action of Chile and 
Peru. 
Again we hear of the disgraceful pro- 
vision in the convention manufactured at 
Washington by which we sought to tie the 
hands of the South American republics and to 
deprive the struggling Cubans of any aid 
from those sympathizing friends. 
Chile and 
Peru refuse to ratify the convention bec-anse 
of this cruel provision, and our government 
has to add to the shame of this pandering to 
Spanish interests the humiliation of the de­ 
feat of its scheme. 
Apart from this, it is 
neither creditable to us as the leading republic 
of the world, nor flattering to our self-esteem 
as a people to allow the little States of South 
America to ouistrip us in the race of hnman- 
ity and to teach us the duty of a free govern­ 
ment towards a people who, by a four year»’ 
successful struggle against foreign oppression 
have fairly won their title to independcnoe. 
Nevertheless, we hail with satisfaction the 
prospect of an active movement on the part of 
the allied republics of South America in aid of 
the Cuban cause ; the more so since it is cer­ 
tain that the brave policy of Chile and Peru 
will render it impossible for our government 
to remain longer in the unenviable position it 
now occupies with rcganl to Spain and Cul>a.

The evening repprts indicate no rise in the 
Ohio at Pittsburg, and it is probable the foun­ 
tains of the Upper Ohio are still sealed by ice. 
But with the eastward advance of the low 
barometric conditions, and the high tempera- 
tiues from Iowa and the Far West, they must 
soon be unlocked.

snow is known to have fallen in New York and 
along the Alleghanies, and it is not improbable 
there will be considerable volumes in all the 
rivers running westward to the Ohio as well 
as eastward to the sea. 
If the Winter were 
more advanced the clanger would not be so 
great; but no reliance can be placed upon the 
non-disBolution of the heavy snows of the past 
week. It may be well for the cities lying on 
the Hudson and the Susquehanna to secure 
themselves against all possibilities of heavy ice 
gorges-

S v ritserlaa d . 
It is now some weeks since we called the 
attention of our readers to the little trouble 
which had arisen in Switzerland between 
Rome and the Cantonal authorities. 
The 
trouble was of a twofold character. According 
to the laws of the Helvetian Confederation no 
new diocese can be created or bishop ap­ 
pointed without the consent' of the civil 
authorities. 
It is also contrary to Swiss law 
for the bishop to depose priests without the 
consent of the State. 
In both those particu­ 
lars the laws of the Swiss Confederation have 
been violated by the Church. 
Some time 
since M. Merwillod, Curé of Geneva, was ap­ 
pointed by the Pope Bishop of Hebron, aux­ 
iliary of Geneva, exercising functions, how­ 
ever, in Switzerland. 
The State, of course, 
refosed to recognize his authority; and the 
Bishop rebelling, be was forbidden the exer­ 
cise of his episcopal functions in Swiss terri­ 
tory. 
The matter was referred to the Pope, 
and the Pope stood by the Bishop. 
Such is 
the one case. 
The other case is that of the 
Bishop of Basle, who, without consent of the 
State authorities, dismissed two anti-infallibil- 
ist priests. 
The State authorities, after some 
patient consultation, denied the right of the 
Bishop so to excommnnicate, enjoined him to 
rescind tbe excommunication he had pro­ 
nounced, summoned him to appear before 
them to explain his conduct, and finally de­ 
manded the immediate removal of the Yloar 
General. 
The matter has at last been endted by 
the breaking up of all retotion^ between the 
Swiss government and the Vatiwin. The Papal 
Charge d’Af&iresand attaches have been re­ 
called, and the presumption is that the Papal 
Legation at Lucerne will be abolished. 
This 
must be a fresh source of anxiety to the Holy 
Father. 
It must, however, be admitted that 
in misfortune he fights well. 


Snow a n d t h e Cmr R a ilb o a d s .—The late 
storm has shown the inadequacy of our city 
railways. 
Some of them have suspended their 
trips entirely. 
Others, doubling their teams, 
have kept at work, though running irregularly. 
The Third Avenue Company, in particular, 
showed great energy in clearing its tracka. 
But, at the best, they only suggest bow much 
better the service could be done by steam. 
It 
is to be hoped the experience of the lost week 
may hasten the realization of some efficient 
rapid transit scheme. 
From various parts of 
the city we receive complaints that the compa­ 
nies, with their ploughs and patent sweepers, 
throw the snow from their tracks upon the 
sidewalks, to the great annoyance of foot pas­ 
sengers and bousehoUlers. 
In consideration 
of their valuable franchises the companies 
should be required by city ordinance to clear 
their lines by removing the encumbrance from 
the street altogether. This they could do, with 
their large force of men and teams, at small 
expense, and it wonld be bnt simple justice to 
the residents along the lines, who are incom­ 
moded and put to expense by the present prac­ 
tice.

Later the Pall Mall Oil-

Chrlatmiaa W eek la the R ellgioaa Press. 
Christmas-tide and its eternal teaching of 
peace and good will to men receive from ths 
religious editors this week their usual meed of 
enthusiastic attention, and, indeed, somewhat 
“crowds out,” to use the 'techpical slang of 
journalism, the discussion of more disputed 
topics. But this is at it should be. For surely, 
if ever secular knights of the quill can be 
moved by the gentle influences of this happy 
season into charity and mutual forgiveness, 
their religious brethren should at least ‘*do 
likewise.” 
There are, however, a few excep­ 
tions to this pleasant role, ai will be seen by 
our review below of the “spirit of the religious 
press.”

The Evangelist accounts for the recent epi­ 
demic of crime—and it seems to be still raging 
as fiercely as ever—by the theory that “hang­ 
ing is played out in New York.”

The din of preparation is stül going on, and Cap- 
Uin KalrchiW is rctwlved upon leaving nothing u n ­ 
done toward p u tung the camp in a defennlble con- 
«itien. The day before the Clirontcfe’a expedition 
reaehed here KatrohUd’8 wile and cM ldren were 
•cut in to Yreka for safet;, and awon after the 
work ofiortlfylng began. We are now all ready 
for the navage», and bhonld they corno they wUl 
meet wlttr a warm reception. Falrohlld’R acconnt 
•r hla vlfilt to C aptain Jaok’g camp la quite thrlll- 
ing. He and P. A. D orns, proprietor of a catlla 
ranch three milea below here, “Nate” Ueiwiok and 
la n e s M urray'set out laet Sunday m orning to visit 
th e old chief and aeo w hat c*»ald be done to pre­ 
ven t ftirther hostintlcs. They wore uceoinjranicd by 
'•F rank” and “Tom,” two Modee Indlaos, of the 
B ot Creek -branch of the tnbc, and two othera, 
who rejoice not In Anglo-Saxon nam es. ITie party 
-thus numbered eight. They were all well moante*1, 
and ai rued with rifica and rewolvers. They had but 
twenty miles to po. 
TUB INniAS -CAMF. 
Rerorc-uoon they were in sight of «he lava beds, 
m whloh C aptain Jack has bis cam p. The Indian 
camp Is located on the edge of Tale Lake, on the 
ude of a rocky slope, m an ln g down from w hat is 
known as Van B rem er’s Dill. The country Is the 
ruggedesi perhaps in California. -It la of peculiar 
formation, being evidently the result of some great 
volcanic convniaion. As Fairchild uxpreases it, It 
fouks for luUea around as though the whole ea rth ’s 
■urlace had Uaen blown In the air a thousand feet 
and then cam e down, restin g as it fell. It contains 
an area of ahont ten m iles square, and. abounds In 
•ecp flssorea, gofobes and cavea, all Id the solid 
rock. There is no earth at all, hnt the whole Is a 
■MSS of flinty lava, like clinker th a t Is formed 
irom the rem ains of h a jd coal. IThe gulches range 
hrom a few feet to a hundred feet In width, and 
many are one hnndred feet in depth. The Indiana 
•an stand on the UnlTS and see m en approach from 
a distance of five m iles w ithout being seen them 
•elves. The only m eans of travel through this 
m ass of lava Is by the narrow cattle trail, is Intrl- 
eato In Its w indings and snbject at all points to 
attack from behind the hwge boulders and pUes of 
grankte. The Indians can travel all thruugn this 
teva country by trails known only to themselves, 
and stand on bloUs over persons one hundred feet 
beneath, where it would require a long Journey to 
go to them. 
TDK MODOCH» OUTPOST. 
When PairchUd’s party reached the top of Van 
Rrem er’s 11111 they were seen by the ladlans, who, 
aot then knowing the characU'r of the partyjm ado 
Bieparatlons to receive them with a w arm th of 
feelrng charactcriatlc of the Jdodocs. Arriving at 
hie edge of th e lava bed Fairchild sen t Indian 
*‘Fvank,” wno is a desperate w arrior, ahead In the 
(rail 
to sec Captain Jack. 
Frank 
was then 
friendly, though he with othera a t Hot Creek has 
plnoe left and Julned the hostile hand. 
Frank 
weak ahead with Tom the other Indian, and kept 
ahead of the p arty three or four hnndred yarda. 
I^ n ih ild and his m en rode In a) ogle flic, with 
^ k e d rlflca and w ith nerves set on edge. They 
knew they w ere w ithin a qu arter of a mUe of the 
kodoo camp, and kaew th a t thetr only aafety lay 
ia the [aithfaluesa of thetr Indian allies. 
They 
wonnd their way tbrongh the U va pUed np on 
either side for more than an hour, when all a t 
teo e iBdlan Frank came riding rapidly back and 
U iá thorn to halt. He had come upon the Indians, 
and would try and arrange an Interview with Cap- 
ialn Jack. If he was unsaccessfnl be would dls- 


nced foel no uneasiness. 
FalrcWM then t¡keú 
w hat be m eant hvuiyrderlnKtho«i<tl/.. n8 on Tnte 
Lake, .lack replnnl that Ue bad 710111.1 g to do with 
th at: th at when he found o u t th at Black Jlra’e

“ You haven’t heard of any m urders 
lately, have you t*’ asked CapUln Jack. 
••No,” said 
Fairchild. 
“ VVell, you won’t hear of any more; 
Tin only fighting soldiers now.” 
CAPTAIN JACK’S TERMS. 
Id repU to a qucatton os to wliat term s ho 
w antedrJRck replied, "Well, I w ant the -oldlrrs to 
go back to tbclr cam p a t F o rt Riam aiu and let me 
go back to tne north of lu s t River and stay th»rc. 
ir they will do th at 1 wUl stop flgliting and make 
peace ” 
Bogus Charley here spoke up and said th at m n k 
was n ot interpreting rtght, and m at he would do 
It. Jack consented, and, as Bogus sneaks perfect 
KmrUsh, there was no lurther trouble, i ulrcliild then 
asked Jack to tell him just how the trouble began 
and all about It. Jack, thoreiore, w ent Into a his­ 
tory of the affklr, and made statem ents which put 
a new UghVou the cauae of the troiiblea. He said 
th at lor more than a year past certuiu persona 
about Lost ■ R lver-m entlonlng Ivan Applegate, 
Bob BmaU and othera Interested In laud tuere— 
have been making efforts to force the Modocs. 
upon the reservation against their wlU. The In­ 
dians did not w ant to go. They occoplcd a splendhl 
trac t of country, «bounding in fiali and game and 
eiitlreiy free Irom BBOw aa d lee the year round, 
and did nut w ant to leave It. 
APPUMATK’S OOVKRNMBNT OONTOACT. 
But Applegate, Who Is Oommleeary for the Reser­ 
vation, was determ ined to take them there, aa 
C aptain Jack says, so th at he m ight have more 
m ouths to teed and thus increase the am onnt of 
the governm ent contract. Jack is a shrewd old 


Prank then w ent ahead again, and FalrchUd and 
•mrty secreted them selves behind eome rocks to 
•w aft the result of their Indian’s diplomacy. They 
bad not long to wait. P rank came back in tw enty 
m inutes and said be had seen c a p u ln Jack and 
Bear-faced Charley, who wore wUUng to have a 
“ big U lk” with the white m an. l-'idrcmid, now 
th at the thing was upon him, was seized with a 
•udden distrnst of Frank. He thought the in ter­ 
view waa too easily arranged—th at Jack was too 
wlUlng to talk. Ue was fearful th at treachery was 
a t work, and for a m om ent oU four m en h ealu ted 
MMut putUng themselvea In the Modocs’ power. 
However It was alm ost too late to back out, and 
ttc y concluded to go ahead. 
Before going, how­ 
ever, F'alrohUd sent Frank abeati again with a mes- 
•age to C aptain Jack, saying th at he (Fairchild) bad 
but lour men and th at he did not care to m eet more 
th an th at nnm ber of Indians, and th at he wonid 
. Bwet them either arm ed or unarm ed, as C aptain 
Jack pleased. 
Ul PRXSBMCB OF THE MODOOl 
Prank departed oo this errand, and was m et on 
the way by onu of CapUin Jack’s w arrior»—Indian 
Uedrge—who bore the m essage back to the old 
Rbiet In a few momenta word came back th at it 
Bhumd be as Fairchild requested, the m essenger 
at the same ttme urging the party to come ahead. 
Ttms reassured Palrebiid decided to go on. It was 
BOW nearly noon. The party rode ahead, Indian 
lashioik and tn a few m inutes came to the brow of 
a hill, from whence they could look down Into a 
narrow ravm e, at the m outh of which they saw a 
large group of Indians Bitting on the ground. 
Vairchlld was now alm ost sore th at he had been 
m»de the victim of treachery. Ue had agreed to 
m eet Captain Jack and three others, and here waa 
the whole Hodoc tn b c waiting to receive him. 
However he rode on, determ ined to brave It now 
e r die. The iBdtans, about Uity In num ber, sal at 
Ik e mouth of the ravine on piles of rocks, calmly 
kw altiug hJs arrival. They were all arm ed to the 
tee th and looked as desperate as hungry wolves. 
They were all painted In the most, hideous faablon 
an d were dressed in raga and patche.s of blankets. 
THE BRAVE FRONTIERSMAN WAVKKS. 
FWrchUd’s party rode up to within fifty paces, 
and then the brave frontiersm an wavered. Ue 
tkenght the look of the savages boded no good. 
They were too qnlet, too sullen-looking, to be 
friendly or want to talk, th e Indian Oeorge, who 
aUKNl beside Jack, noticed the w hite’s b esiution, 
and called out In Engllah, “Come o n ; it’s all 
right!” FalrchUd’s men rude up and then dls- 
Htounted. The Indians sat on a small ledge of 
roclu, a few yards from the tralL They had lormed 
a circle, with Jack and Bogus Charley and several 
other chleft In the background. To get a t Jack 
Fairehlld and Dorris had to go within the circle. 
This was the m ost trying m om ent; for once within 
the circle, away from their horses, there was no 
escape, 
w hat seemed particularly ominous, Fair- 
ckUdM ys, was the silence of th e savages. Not a 
word waa spoken; they did not salute him nor 
give the slightest Indication even th at they were 
aware of his presence. But all had th eir giias 
cocked, and their laces w ere clouded and sullen. 
SBAKINO H ANDS WITH THE CniEFH. 
Fairchild knew Captain Jack well, and at onre 
approached. “ How do you do, Jackr” he said, ex­ 
tending his hand. The obi chief wore his best silk 
hat and had on a grayish coat. Ue never raised 
hlH eyes or changed cjiuntenance. but simply al­ 
lowed bis hand lolic shaken. Fairchild then spoke 
to bogus Charley, who was quite polite. He bowed 
and smiled and shook hands, hut did not speak. 
Hcar-faced Charley, the most uesperau* old warrior 
of the band, sat on a rock a little higher up than 
U e oU ers, and Fairchild had to ciimii up to get at 
him. The old brave was very sullen and wonld so t 
■peak a word, though he took Fairchild's hand and 
shook It. The latter then approached Block Jim ; 
but this IncUan would not aotlce him at all. He 
w oo M ^m fook up,^shake bauds or pay the slight- 


FIRST WOKb SFUKKN. 
This netUed the laUor a little, and he spoke out 
auick and sharp, “ W hat's the m atter wüh you, 
eh T" “ Wounded," sold Bogus Charley. 
FalrchUd 
looked and men saw that Black Jim had his hand 
In a sling. 
"VVounacd!” was iho Orsi word spoken 
by any of the ludlanc. FalrchUd did not know 
what to make of this om inous akenre, and for a 
Ume It made him quite nervous. 
Kvery once In a 
white be would hear the click of a gun-lock, and 
then- seemed to be a desire on the part of the In- 
liiaas to g et betilud him. They kept moving about 
and jb iftin g p<isitiun coostaiuiy. uad upon the 
whole the white men were completely belogged as 
to the real dlsposlUon of me baud toward them. 
Iiavinp finished hand-shaking all round Kairchlld 
salu to Frank, who was going to act as inter- 
preu;r, “Tell C aptalnjack that we tuive come here 
to have,* Ug talk with him, and learn ujioq what 
jw i^itfoi) be will m ake term s." 
; 
Frank exchanged a tew word" m Mmloc with 
Jack and,then said to Fairchild, “ .No readv to talk 
Jklrchild then sal down 
m little cligcrtued and a good dual uiiuasy. 
Hi sat 
there fUlly^alf a« hour before iioother word was 
jipokcn; thou Hcar-iaicd chiirler, Bogus f.;harJey 
•n d the Doctor came down from rhe rocks and 
Abofc seats near him. 
THE B1U TAl.t. 
hD B Jew Kwmonts Captain Jack moiioucd to 
F ran k to cxiruc to lilm, and then the couvsrsatloji I 
Jicgan. 
Captain Jack asked Kairciiitd what Ic 
w anted to say. Fairchild replied that he had come 
to ask If the Indum s would not. go on the reserva­ 
tion iritb o at 
lu rth er 
trouble. 
Captain 
Jack 
proiapUy replied th at ho would n e t; tliat war hod 
jK'en oolhmenccd against them w ithout provo< aiion, 
Bfld they were now going to light It out. lie was 
ffSAj Hffitig W fight Hoitikrs, how over, ^ 
Faucluid 


Indian, and when he says this probably hits the 
nail square -on the head. Applegate, Dyer aad 
etliera eonnooted w ith the reservation kept up 
their effona lor a long Ume, and finally. Uirongh 
Odeneal, h aperlntendent ol Indian Atralrs, secured 
the order which has culm inated in the auuirbance. 
Jack told FairehlM th at he and his braves would 
die before they would go-to the rcservaUoo and be 
starved to death. They w ent on the reservation 
once th fee years ago, and this is the way Jack says 
they w ere irea teo :—First, they wore not taken 
antll PaU, and before going their W inter atock of 
provtalODH was destroyed. 
THR RBSKBVATIOK. 
The reservation Is la Oregon, where the snow 
lies all W inter long an d the w eather is tniensely 
cold. When they got there all they w ere given to 
keep them warm was half of an army blanket—the 
whole blanket being cu t In two, and made to serve 
two Indians. They were promised plenty of bread 
and naeat, but Instead were fed all W inter on musty 
barley and sem l-putrid beet. Jack s.tys he and his 
band stood this treatm en t until the snows m elted, 
and then, one m orning, they and tbelr sqnaws and 
children leit the reservaUon and went back to their 
flsbing ground on Lost River, where they have re­ 
mained ever since. Jack says rather than endure 
tilts treatm ent again he and all his w arrlora have 
made up their rnlnda to die. 
Fairchild then asked Jack how the flght began on 
Thanksgiving Day. He said he and the other Indi­ 
ana w ere asleep in their hots when tne soldiers 
came upon them. He hardly rem em bered w hat he 
had said or done, for all were great.y excited. He 
remem bers, however, lour aoliilera trying to Uke 
the gun away from Hcar-iaced Charley. 
THE FIEHT SHOT. 
Jack does not know who fired first, h n t thinka 
It was one of the 
ooldiers. 
Jack 
laughs a t 
the flght made by the soldiers, and says that in his 
lava bed he can whip a thousand snch troops. Ue 
says they were clean whipped oni, and lett the 
held in a g reat hnrry long before the Indians did. 
Jack says he lost one Indian killed and had flvo 
wounded. Ue brought aU bts squaws and children 
from the camp except two, one of them refusing to 
go, having had both her children Wiled by the white 
m an HmalL Jack la very bitter against Bmall, and 
fully confirma his sU tem ent concerniug the killing 
of the children. It seems to have been a cruel, 
wanton piece of brutality, nnworthy the age of 
civilization, and one for which Bmall should be 
tried for his life. The feeling of Indlguauoii against 
him Is b itter here, and J have heard a dozen men 
say th at u the Indians snould kill Bmall now they 
would n o t feel a single pang of regret. 
A NldllT IN rUK INDUN UAMT. 
FalrchUd conunned the convcrsa-ion w ith Cap­ 
tain Jack for npward of an hoar and then made a 
m ovem ent to g a This the old Chief would not lis­ 
ten to. Be said he wanted another “ big talk” the 
n ex t day, and therefore he hoped Fairchild's party 
would camp for the night and go homo the n ex t 
day. Fairchild consented to do so, and Bogus 
Charley showed him a place in a little ravine where 
there was w ater. Here Fairehlld miule his camp, 
and the Indiana retired to ihelr oamp behind some 
rooks lour or five hundred yards distant. Fairchild 
was not perm uted to see their camp, but ho tiunks 
It was In an absolutely Impn---------------------“-------- 
inum ing a t nine o’clock the 
m et the FalrchUd party at the same place as the 
day before. This tUne Captain Jack said he wanted 
“a great big talk,” meaning thereby a trem endous 
powwow. But there was bot little more to be said, 
and sinco Jack would not go to the reservation or 
make peace upon any term s th at the whites romld 
consent to, FalrchUd did h ot caro to prolong the 
conversation. 
rUH MAESACRM OF THE BBTTlJiBS. 
He asked Jack, thongh, for more inform ation con­ 
cerning the m assacre of settlers, bat the indiaii 
did not w ant to talk on th at snbjei.t. 
He asked 
him about Henry MUler, about whose fate there 
had been some doubt. 
Jack slmply replied that 
Miller was dead and then changed the anbjeet. 
W hat the old Indian w anttd was for Fairchild to 
go to the troops and get them to consent to hla 
term s of peace. FalrchUd promised to go and see 
Major Greene, thongh he plainly told Captain Jack 
th at it would do no good. Jack then wanted him 
to w rite a certificate of good cbam cter for him, 
stating among other things th at he (Fairchild) had 
visited the Modoc camp and came away unmo­ 
lested ; bat this waa refused, to Captain Jack’s du- 
Eust. FalrchUd saya, though, he would have given 
the paper If Jack had Insisted—Indeed, he would 
not have dared to do anytbiug else. 
TBKXn TABOBT8 FOB INDIAN RIFLES. 
The m onung talk am ounted to no more than the 
day before, and after awhile the FalrchUd party 
got np their horses and prepared to leave. Jack 
said he was s«rry he waa a t war, but he again an­ 
nounced th at he made no war en the citizens. 
There were only three men whom he did not want 
to m eet. They were Denis Crowley, a man who. 
It appears, tronbled the Indians a good ueal at 
Lost River, and who has been loudest In complaint 
of them a t the Indian agency; Bob Hmall, who 
m urdered the two little papooses and boasts of the 
deed, and a man named Monroe, against whom 
they have some otner grievance. Jack says If he 
a he will shoot them dowr 
He told FairohUd, though 
th at he ahoold not be injured In any way. 
TUB IIEI'ABTDRE. 
FalrchUd and his party then shook hands all 
around, and, bidding the Indians farewell, aU 
parted. 
Bending two of his party, with four 
lodtan gnldes, back to his camp, he rode on with 
Mr. Dorris to the m ilitary headquarters to an- 
nonnce the resnlt of bis interview. He told Major 
Orcene w hat Jack had said, but of course Jack’s 
term s could not be oonaldered. The only term s 
upon which the m ilitary will receive Jack’s sur­ 
render a re :—First, a full surrender of the entire 
band at the reservoUon and the pointing out of 
the Indians who did the butchering after the 
battle. Fairchild says the m iliUry are determ ined 
to root ont the Modocs if It takes aU Winter, but be 
anticipates that they will meet with much Olfllculty. 
Jack now baa forty-five w arriors, any one of whom 
are equal to a dozen aoldiera, and. In their n atu r­ 
ally Impregnable position, they are equal to as 
many more. 
But Major Green Is very bloodthirsty 
and feels quite com petent to deal with the Indians 
as soon as be gets good and ready. 
SHACK NASTT JIM’S PLIOHT.

Fairchild and Dorris returned to the cam p on 
Tnesday night, and n ex t m orning when they awoke 
they found th at Bhack Nasty Jbn, with bis whole 
band, iD ctnding “F ra ik ” and two other In d ian a 
who had gone to Jack’s camp with them , bad

These Indians all seem to detest th at 
place, and I am Inclined to believe th at there is 
some tm th in Jack’s story about tbelr Ill-treatm ent 
three years ago. Fairchild says he has the m ost 
Implicit faith In what Jack says about it. 
The 
cTironfole’s expedition will go to-morrow to Cap­ 
u ln Kelly’s camp on Brem er’s Mill, which Is in 
sight of (!aptaln Jack’s lair in the lava liea. Oar 
lUacomforts are many, but there Is no way of get­ 
ting news except by pneblng as near the enomy as 
pimsible. Travelling U dlfllcult, there being noth­ 
ing but trails, and the ex te n t of o.onntry Is so 
great that It Is h a rd for a correspondent to cover 
all the points.

The I'hronUUe News Kxpedltlou, consisting of B. 

A atenrelth, of Yreka, and the special cor­ 
respondent, rode over to the camp of General Ross, 
of the Oregon Militia, this morning. This battalion 
nnmijcrs sixty men, all recruited tn Jacksonville, 
and Is composed of the best specimens of fronUers- 
men in the .State. The command Is In charge of 
Brigadier General 
Ross, of the Oregon Htato 
Militia, whiue Immediate subordinate la Captain 
Hugh Kelly, editor of the Oregon .Sbnttiwi, and a 
man who liaa pinck and daring stam ped on every 
teature. These troops pretend to be co-operating 
with the army people, though their dlsgnst at the 
apathy of the latter Is entirely unconoealed. Major 
Green la stui encamped with 17« regulars a t th e 
month of Lost River. 
It Is said th at he is n u king 
Hie m ost “active preparaUons for an Immediate 
m arch upon the enem y." 
Exactly so. 
Kbe* 
Ball, an old ranchm an to this vicinity, gave me an 
in.staniw io-<lay of what these preparaUons are 


HONOR AMONO THE MODOCS. 
For two years or more he has had a ra ttle ranch 
within a Mionc’s throw of Captain Ja>'k‘s old cainii 
at the mouth of Lost River. All this lime he has 
been on fTiendly term s with the MiHliMrs, and has 
had 00 dlffleuliy whatever with them. 
Business 
frequently called him to other parts of the conniy, 
at which limes he Invariably lelt bis log cabm with 
ail ills supplfes unprotected even by lock and key. 
Ue baa Mover yet missed a thing; on tho enntrary. 
Jack and rtcar-faced I'hartcy roailn It a point to 
look out for his property and protect It from 
inolcatailon By other Indians. 
Mr. Ball left lils 
ranch a few d a /s after the niassacrr, and now he 
has received wovd that the soldiers have literally 
Fou« through it. T^«y look tus «niirp gtock u¡ 


provisión», all his blankets and bedding, and in 
shori made a c’.ean sweep. Mr. Ball Is, of course, 
anxious to have the hostile Indians externdnated, 
but he likewise rem arks, en ptuw-itU. 
wt»bcH some oae wonld come along and ex ter­ 
m inate the soldiers as welL 
MAJOR UBKKN’8 PLAN OP CAMPAiaH. 
We have received word th at Major Green con­ 
tem plates to move tn tbU dlrecUou at nine o’clock 
to-night, stran g e to say, the Vancouver troops, 
which left ten days ago lor the scene of war, have 
not yet arrived. They were at Jacksonville live 
days ago, and, as It is only loO miles over here by 
th at route, they should have been a t Lost River 
two days ago. Military bwlies, hewever, move 
very slowly. The road from Major Green's camp 
to this place is open, and the d lsu u ce is less than 
tw enty mUes. He can come twelve miles of the 
way by wagon, thus securing regular transporta- 
tlon for his supplle». Tne rest of the distapl'e 
over Van B rem er's Hill be will have to send hap- 
plles by pack anim als. 1 understand the plan is tn 
snrround CaptsCtn Jack and starve him o«t. 
Both 
of these proposltlona will be dimoult to put In 
force, la the first place. Major Green has not foren 
enoogb to anrrbnnd one-haii of the lava bed, aad. 
If he could even. Jack Is too well suponed w ith pro­ 
visions to be starved ont In anything like the tim e 
co u n u d npoB as necessary to do It. . 
THR INDIANS WELL SUPPLIED. 
It m nst be remem bered that when on thclr raid 
tho Indiana plundered all the W inter sappllcs of 
tho aettlers they m urdered, amounUng to several 
thonsand pounds of provisions, and la addition to 
this they had access to hundreds of cattle which 
are running wild on the outskirts of the lava bed. 
Then, too, the late, which la aUve with flsli, is right 
In their front, and they cannot be cut off from It. 
A snow storm , for which Major Green Is praying, 
m ay aid him ; b u t even this m ast not be depended 
upon. The lava country Is known to be directly 
over or adjacent to an ex tlact volcano, and the 
earth thereabouts Is many degrees w arm er than 
the land around It. Snows have never been known 
to lie there longer than tw entj-lour hours, and 
oftentim es they melt as they fall, while on the hill­ 
sides near by and on tho land not or lava forma­ 
tion they lie for weeks. So It will be seen th at 
snow Is not Ukcly to Interfere with Jack much, and 
it may Inconimodc Major Green a good deaL 
MAREMANSHIP EXTRAORDINARY. 
The only way to dlaiedgo these Indians Is to 
fight them ten to one and go into the battle with 
the expectation of toaing a num ber of men. That 
cannot well be avoided. Jack has some w arriors 
who are desperate lighters and are the beat shots 
In this section of the country. Old Hcar-taoed 
Charley Is said to be eqnal to fifty men hlaaelf. 
His wonderful exploit at the fight on Lost River 
fully proves this. Moro than fifty shots were fired 
a t him as he retreated, but ho did not even get a 
Bcratch. 
When the firing first began the foar 
soldiers who were trying to disarm him fired a t 
him a t twenty paces, but n ot one of them hit him. 
The old w arrior fired and fit the first shot killed 
Private Thomas H arris; then beginning the m ost 
Bstonisbing series of Indian som ersaalts and acro­ 
batic feats be retreated tow ard tho w ater, a t the 
same time loading his gun. Volley alter volley 
were fired after him, b u t so quick and lightning- 
like were bis gyraUons th at not a soldier could get 
accurate aim. Every onco in a while, when he 
got hla gun loaded, ho would turo a back som er­ 
sault and shoot from under his leg as he tnrned, 
and, strange to say, he never missed. Although 
be bad nearly fifty yards to retreat before he 
reached the w ater, ho fired four times, killing one 
man and wounding three. 
Reaching the rtver 
bank he pinnged in and awam to the otner aide: 
' and th o n g h tiie bn llcts flew a fte r him tb lo k and 
fa st he D over recoived a scratch . 
TBB OTHER BRAVES. 
Sear-face Is a dlfforent looking Indian from any 
or the others, and this has given rise to tho belief 
that ho Is not a Modnc b at a Hogue River Indian. 
He Is tall, thin and wiry and I» as quick as light­ 
ning In ail his movements. He Is looked upon by 
all the settlers hero as the bravest and-moat danger­ 
ous Indian In the tribe. He and Captain Jack are 
about the same age, both being In the neighbor­ 
hood of forty. Jack Is a low-sized man, but Is very 
dignified In his m anners. When drunk, as he Is 
very often, he Is morose and qnarrelsome, but at 
other times he Is harmless. He Is said to be very 
honorable in all his dealings with the whites, and 
has long been noted lor truthfulness. 
Hogns 
Charley Ts the m ost clvlUzod of any of the tribe. 
He has been associated with the whites all hts life, 
speuKs KngUsh thoroughly and gets drunk ss 
naturally as a politician. 
He is a good-natured 
Indian, and Is believed to he the least dangerous of 
Captain Jack’s men because of hts favorable regard 
for white men. It is believed that he did not want, 
to go to war a t all. 
Black Jim, Dave and Hliack 
Nasty Jim, the other principal braves, are despe­ 
rate w arriors and are all ready to fight heavy odds. 
They have all had more or less to do w ith white 
people and are folly acquainted with the mode of 
warfare common among us. 
A REVOLUTION IN INDIAN WARFARE. 
Mr. FalrchUd Informed me th at about a year ago, 
as IS their custom, the Modojs had a g rand feusi 
and a series of dances. They Improved this oppor­ 
tunity to get all the sm all band.s together, with 
tbelr cliiets, and hold a kind of convtntlon, to re­ 
vise many of their laws ana nsages of warfare. 
Among 
others, after several days’ debate and 
“big talk,” they resolved to abolish scalping and 
all m anner of m utilation of the bodies of their vic­ 
tims. They also resolvedlo abstain from making 
w ar on women and children, and to this circum­ 
stance may be attributed the fact th at in no In- 
sUDce In tlieir recent raid did they m olest the 
famlUcs of ranchm en whom they mnrdered. They 
also resolved to w ear American ulotncs and to open 
a system of barter and exchange for w hatever 
commodity they might need. Many of their bar­ 
barous customs, too, were aboUshed altogether. 
One of their corious nsages was, th at whenever a 
child was born the happy father had to go out and 
pile stones tn different places for three days and 
nights. He was to work contlnnoualy, w ithout 
■leep or food. The objeot of this waa to attract the 
attention of the Evil Spirit away from the m other 
and chUd during the critical period after birth. 
THE PIL-PIL DANCE. 
Another custom was called the Pil-pU dance, and 
this was simply horrible. At the time when the 
young Indian m aidens were ushered into w oman­ 
hood they were obliged to dance for three succes­ 
sive days and nights, w ithoat food, sleep or rest, or 
antll they fell down from sheer exhanstion, which 
they nearly always did, of coarse. 
All the old 
squaws and m others In the camp would form them­ 
selves into a ring. The m en wonld be sent away 
out of sight, and then the young 0 rl, stripped to 
the watsL would be led In tor the dance. The hor­ 
rible music would strike up and tho orgies begin. 
Many oi the girls, 1 am told, wonld dance the aUotted 
tim e without once stopping to rest, but oftener 
they gave out alter the first twenty-four hours. 
Both these customs were aboilsbed by the Conven­ 
tion and are now seen no more. 
THE GARRISON AT FORT KLAMATH. 
Fort Klamath is almost deserted, the troops all 
being with Major Greene. The post ts In charge of 
Lieutenant Robert I’ollock, D aarierm astor United 
M ates Army, who is well known In Ban Francisco. 
He has fifteen men with him, but these comprise 
the entire garrison. The irtendlj Klamath Ind'ans, 
who were a t first made use of in the pursuit of the 
Modocs, have all been sent back to the reserva­ 
tion, and tw enty of their num ber regularly en ­ 
rolled as scouts, to act under charge of Mr. Dyer, 
Indian Agent. Just what they expect to accom­ 
plish does not now appear, for It is well known 
where Jack is, and there are parties here who can 
lead Major Greene direct to his cauip whenever be 
chooses to go. 
MAJOR JACKSON’S REPORT. 
I have obtained a copy of Major Jackson’s report 
of the battle a t Lost Kivcr. It will be seen th at 
the Major's estim ate of Indians killed and wuonded 
Is hardly borne out by the lacts. The Major says

INDIGNATION AMONG THE RANCHMEK 
There U great indignation here among the ranch­ 
m en that earlier notice was not sent the settlers 
on Tale Lake of the contemplated raid upon the 
Indians. It is claimed th at had this been done the 
lives of aU those m urdered m ight have been saved. 
Tho whole thing seems to have been m ism aaaged 
thronghout. 
The Indian Agency men, Appleton 
and Dyer, kept all their plans sec ret 
They tried 
first to get the Indians on the reservation In a 
m ost bungllag m an n er; then, falling In th a t they 
tnvufced, throngb udeneal, the aid of the military 
to enforce the order. All this waa kept secret and 
the result of all was that the poor settlers on Tule 
Lake were tn bllsam: ignorance th at war waa going 
to be made on the Modocs. They knew the tatter 
would fig h t and they knew alto th at in case they 
le they 
did they would be completely at CapUIn Jack ’s 
mercy. 
Yet norw lthstandlng this the attack waa 
made, and in twenty-four hours the aettlera were 
corpses by the roadsids. It la claimed now th at a 
m an named Crowley—Denla Crowley—waa acnt to 
notify the famlUea iieiore the troops came down 
from Fort Klamath, bnt thta la nnirne.

did not s ta rt on his errand until two days after the 
llgnt, or until every settler on th at aide of the lake 
had been murdered,

samo way. 
The poor young woman, who la not 
over nineteen years old by the way. fled to the 
woods, and that night tr»veUe«l eight mIlea to the 
tncmth of Lost River, where ahe was reacnod by a 
warty sent out to look for bodies.

On the 14th day of October, 1804, a treaty was 
m ade and conclnded a t Klam ath Lake, Oregon, 
between J. W. I', flnntlngton and William Logan, 
CommisHloiiera, on the part of tho United Htatea, 
and the chiefs and head men of the Modoc and 
Klamath tribes of Indians, by the term s of which 
said tribes ceded to the Unltod S tates all their right, 
title and claim to all th at country which Captoln 
Jock’s bond of Modocs now claim, and agree to re­ 
move to and reside upon w hat la 
known tm 
Klamath KeservatioD. 
The ratification of this 
treaty was advised, with am endm enta, by the 
Senate of the United s u te s , July 2, 1800. 
The 
am endm ents were assented to by the Indians on 
the lOtli of December, 1800, and proclaimed by tho 
President February 17, 1870. 
in accordance w ith 
tho term s of the treaty more than half of the 
Moduca, under 
the bead chief, ifoon-chin, are 
DOW and have for a long time been on the reserva­ 
tion ; but a band, num bcriag some two hundred, 
under the leadership of CapUin Jack, Black Jim 
and Scar-faccd Charley, 
TUUSB REÜKLB8H, LAWLB88 OB8FKRADOK3, 
have persistently refused to obey the orders of the 
governm ent to go open the reservatloB, and. w ith 
the exception oi a brief space of time during one 
W inter, when they w ent to the reservaUon to be 
fed until Kpring, they have continued to roam over 
th e conntry a t pleasure, levying blackmail npon 
settlers whenever It suited their conveuleuce todo 
so—dem anding flour, beef, Ac., as ren t for w hat 
they caUed their lands. Sottlera wore compelled 
to bear thetr Insolenoe and subm it to nearly nil 
their dem ands. These acts becoming unbearable, 
it was determ ined by the governm ent that their 
InsubordinaUun, lawlessness and defiance ahonld 
no loager be tolerated. Accordingly, upon the re- 
commeudttiion of Colonel Elm er Otis, Ivan D. Ap­ 
plegate, A gent L. S. Dyer, Mr. Odcnearond others, 
the Comnsusloner of Indian Aflhlra, in n letter 
dated the 0th of July last, authorized the Buperin- 
tcndent to cause CapUln Jack’s band of Moduca to 
be removed to Klam ath R eservatfon-peaceahly if 
he could, but forcibly if he m ost. 
THE INDIANS UHJBOT ALL OVBRTDRBE. 
On the 24th of November the Hupcrlntondent 
sent 1. D. Applegate and Jam es Brown to the 
camp of the Modocs, on Lost River, with a message 
to the head men, requesting them to m eet him at 
lilnk River on the 28tb. The Superintendent went 
to the appointed place, b at the Indians did not 
appear. The m essengers returned and reported 
th at they bad used every argum ent in thetr power 
to induce tho chiefs to m eet the Superlatendent, 
or, if they would not do this, that they go peace­ 
ably to the reservation, and he would see them 
there. 
Captain Jack stated positively th at ho 
would not go to the reservation; th at he did not 
wish to see or talk with the Superintendent; that 
he wanted now lilie man to toll him what to do; 
th at bis frionas and counsellors were men in Yreka 
City; th at he was advised by them to stay where 
he was, and he Intended to do so, and closed the 
conversaUon by saying th at he waa “done with 
talking.” 
Knowing that these Indians m eant what they 
said, the Biiperintendcnt Iranalcrreil the execution 
of ttio order of the Cuinmlsslonor ol Indian Affairs 
to the Military Departm ent, with tho request that 
no blooa siiouid be shed If it were possible to avoid 
it, and th at not a gun should be fired unless the 
Indians should first tire upon the soldiers. Captain 
Jackson, m command of the troops, leit Fort Kla­ 
m ath a t noon on the 28th, and, m arching until 
seven o’clock the following morning, arrived a t the 
(■Amp of the Modocs. Ue at once called upon the 
head men to come out of the ten ts and talk with 
him. 
THE (XINPERBNCB. 
Only one chief—«car-faced Cnarley, who speaks 
English—made his appearance. Captain Jackson 
assured him he did not come to flght or harm them, 
but desired they should go upon the reservaUon 
peaceably;

had been

After U lklng for half an hour Scar-faced Charley 
said they would not go to the reservation; th at 
talking on th at subject was useless—about the 
same time, rem arking th at he -w ould klU one 
Officer,” he raised bis gnn and fired at Lieutenant 
Bontelle, shooting four holes through his coat- 
Bleeve. 
A GENERAL FIGHT. 
CapUin Jackson shot at Charley, and a general 
flght then followed, the resalta of which are 


There were two camps of the ladlans, half a mile 
apart, one on the north and the ether on the souih 
Bide of the river. The cavalry fought those on the 
Bootli side, where it waa estim ated there were be­ 
tween thirty and forty w arriors, while some twelvo 
or fifteen citizens engaged Uioae on the north aide, 
num berlhg fliteon or tw enty w arriors. After the 
Indians had alt escaped from their camps on the 
south side the cavalry m arched up the river some 
four miles, crossed over and wont to a point oppo­ 
site the battle-ground, where they were stiU 
camped a t latest occoonts. 
THE SBITLEBS WABNBD OF DANGER. 
Upon the receipt of the letter of Mdior Green to 
Mr. Odeneal, a t Link River, a t live O’clock P. M. on 
the 28th, s u tln g th at the troupa were moving 
towards the camp of tho Modocs and wonld arrive 
there by daylight tne following moratng. Messen­ 
ger Brown and another m an were started at once 
to Inform setUers of their coming. They notified 
several persous, and they (six m nnm ber) con­ 
gregated a t the house of Dennis Crawley, whioh 
was within 3üü yards of the Modoc camps, a t hair- 
past twelve o’clock th at night. The Boddy fmnliy, 
living three miles from the p.aco last named, wore 
not notified, and the men were killed while the bav 
tie was going on by five ladlans, who left the camp 
probably for th at purpose. 
OTUBR MDRUBHS BY THE INDIANS. 
Miller and two others reported kUled Uved ten 
miles below, and the Brotherton family, Hiring 
some fourteen miles below, sad who were killed 
the day alter the batUe, bad evidently heard 
Botnlng of the trouble. Mr. Brown says he knew 
nothing of any seu iera living below where ho and 
the other six m en were, or he would have Uken 
m easures to apprise them of the danger, lie says 
it wonld have been an easy m atter to Inform tne 
Boddy family; th at one of them could have notified 
MiUer and the others reported killed, and one of 
their number could have Informed the Brotherton 
famUy; th at all this could have been dune, and the 
settlers conid have got together and prepared for 
delen 'iog themselves before thq battle took place. 
Mr. Edward Payne, who was present when the 
«uperlntendent gave directions In regard to warn­ 
ing settlers, informs ns th at It was the understand­ 
ing th at all settlers were to lie noilUcd, so far os it 
was possible to do so, by tho time the soldiers 
should arrive. 
WHAT HIGHT HAVE BEEN. 
The nnmber of Indians killed is esUmated at from 
Dine to eighteen. It was the opinion of m ost of 
those in the battle, os well as th at of Major Jack­ 
son, tliat If he had hod ten m ore men, whom he 
could have sUtloneU on the north side of the river, 
to operate against those whom he was attacking, 
he conld have ended the war In th at one engage­ 
m ent.

On the m orntag of 
the 13th InsL, about ten o’clock, as Fredley was 
going ftom the bottom to the Mesa, in the canyon 
fietwcen Berka BtaUon and Oatman Flat, the In­ 
dians attacked him, took all of the mules and
